pal ownership of public utilities, with

Between Two Hundred Striking Miners 


and a-Sheriffs Posse. 


Latest Reports are to the Effect That So Far 


Seven of the Dead Strikers Have Been 


^identified. Sheriff and U. S. Marshall 


Finally Victorious. 


Charleston, W. Va., Feb. 25.—About 


200 striking 
miners 
at 
Wright, 


Raleigh county* where deputy United 
Stales Marshal Cunningham was de- 
fied last Saturday, yesterday after- 
noon broke down a railroad bridge, 
the property of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Ry. Co.. and committed other 
depredations on the property of the 
railroad and 
coal operators. Last 


night Cunningham and 
35 deputies 


went to the scene of tie depredations 
to arrest the marauders. Cunning- 
ham and deputies -were flred on by the 
rioters. 
A battle ensued 
In which 


one of the posse and seven rioters 
were killed. 


It was a pitched battle each side 


well armed, firing volley after volley. 
Besides killing, several were fatally 


and a score or more seriously injured. 
The sheriff's posse and the United 
States marshal! finally became the 
victors. 


The posse surrounded the rioters 


and demanded their surrender wher 
the fighting began. One of-*he posse. 
a negro, was the first man killed. How- 
ard Smith, who was about 58 years old 
was the first man 
killed. 
Howard 


Smith, who was possibly 58 years old, 
was shot through the left arm. He 
killed the man who shot him. The 
names of the dead cannot be obtained, 
as telephone service is very bad. One 
hundred and twenty-five rioters were 
finally arrested and will be arraigned 
this afternoon. 


Of the death list, seven have been 


identified.
